PRESIDENT 
TO CONGRESS 


Message Read to Both 
Houses of National 
Assembly 


legislation called 
for 


financial 8tanding of the Nation De­ 
clared Excellent*—Control of Cor- 
porations, the 
President Think*, 
Should Be Left to the National 
Government—Labor Leader* Come 
In for Criticism — Respect for Law 
Vital to the Well-Being of Country. 


Washington.—The message of Presl* 
dent Roosevelt 
was 
read In 
both 
houses of congress Tuesday. 
In sub­ 
stance the document was as follows: 
To the Senate and House of Represen­ 
tatives: 
The financial standing of the 
»ation at the present time is excellent, 
and the financial management of the na­ 
tion's Interests by the government dur­ 
ing the last seven years has shown the 
most saiisfactory results. 
But our cur­ 
rency system Is Imperfect, and It Is ear­ 
nestly to be hoped that the currency 
commission will be able to propose a 
thoroughly good system which will do 
»way with the existing defects. 
During the period from July 1, 1901, to 
September 30, 1908, there was an increase 
tn the amount of money In circulation of 
J902.991.399. The Increase In the per capita 
during this period was $7.06. W ithin this 
time there were several occasions when 
St was necessary for the treasury de­ 
partm ent to come to the relief of the 
money m arket by purchases or redemp­ 
tions of United States bonds; by increas­ 
ing deposits in national banks; by stim- 
elatlng additional Issues of national bank 
notes, and by facilitating Importations 
from abroad of gold. Our Imperfect cur­ 
rency system has made these proceedings 
necessary, and they were effective until 
|h s m onetary disturbance In the fall of 
1907 Immensely Increased the difficulty of 
ordinary methods of relief. By the mid­ 
dle of November the available working 
balance In the treasury had been reduced 
to 
approximately 
$5,000,000. 
Clearing 
bouse associations throughout the coun 
try had been obliged to resort to the 
expedient of Issuing clearing house cer 
tificates, to be used as money. 
In this 
emergency It was determined to Invite 
subscriptions for $50,000,000 Panam a canal 
bonds, 
and $100,000,000 three per cent, 
eertlflcates of Indebtedness authorized by 
the act of June 13, 1898. It was proposed 
to redeposlt In the national banks the 
proceeds of these Issues, and to permit 
their use as a basis for additional circu­ 
lating notes 
of national 
banks. 
The 
moral effect of this procedure was 
f o 
gTeat that It was necessary to Issue only 
$24,«31.980 of the Panam a bonds and $15,- 
«30.500 of the certificates of Indebtedness. 
During the period from July 1, 1901, to 
September 30, 1908, the balance between 
the net ordinary receipts and the net 
ordinary expenses of 
the 
government 
Showed a surplus in the four years 1902, 
19t)3, 1906, and 1907. and a deficit In the 
years 1904. 1905, 1908 and a fractional part 
Of the fiscal year 1909. 
The net result 
gras a surplus of $99,283,413.54. The finan­ 
cial operations of the government during 
this period, based upon these differences 
between receipts and expenditures, 
re­ 
sulted in a net reduction of the Interest- 
bearing debt of the United States from 
$987,141,040 to JS97,253,990, 
notwithstanding 
that there had been two sales of Panam a 
canal bonds amounting In the aggregate 
So $54,631,9S0. and an issue of three per 
•ent. certificates of Indebtedness under 
the act of June 13, 1S98, amounting to 
$15,436,500. 
Refunding operations of the 
‘treasury departm ent under the act of 
March 14. 1900, resulted in the conver­ 
sion Into two per cent, consols of 1930 of 
$200,309,400 bonds bearing higher rates of 
Interest. 
A decrease of $8,687,956 tn the 
annual Interest 
charge 
resulted 
from 
these operations. 
In short, during the seven years and 
three months there has been a net sur­ 
plus of nearly one hundred millions of 
receipts over expenditures, a reduction 
ef the Interest-bearing debt by ninety 
millions. In spite of the extraordinary ex­ 
pense of the Panam a canal, and a saving 
of nearly nine millions on the annual 
Interest charge. 
Control of Corporations. 
Aa regards the great corporations en­ 
gaged in Interstate business, and espe­ 
cially the railroads, I can only repeat 
what I have already again and again said 
In my messages to the congress. 
I be­ 
lieve that under the interstate clause of 
the constitution the United States has 
complete and param ount right to con­ 
trol all agencies of Interstate commerce, 
•nd 1 believe that the national govern­ 
ment alone can exercise this right with 
wisdom and effectiveness so as both to 
■ecure justice from, and to do justice to, 
the great corporations which are the 
most Im portant factors In modern busi­ 
ness. 
I believe th at It is worse than 
folly to attem pt to prohibit all com­ 
binations as is done 
by the 
Sherman 
anti-trust law, because such a law can 
be enforced only imperfectly and un­ 
equally, and Its enforcement works al 
most as much hardship 
as 
good. 
I 
strongly advocate that instead of an un­ 
wise effort to prohibit all combinations, 
there shall be substituted a law which 
shall 
expressly 
permit 
combinations 
which are In the Interest of the public, 
but shall at the same time give to some 
agency in the national government full 
f> >wer of control and supervision over 
them. One of the chief features of this 
control should be securing entire pub­ 
licity In all m atters which the public 
has a right to know, and furthermore, 
the power, not by Judicial but by exec«- 


paclty, and an ample reward for the 
gieat directing Intelligences alone com­ 
petent to manage the great business op­ 
erations of to-day. It is well to keep In 
mind that exactly aa the anarchist is the 
worst enemy of liberty and the reaction­ 
ary the worst enemy of order, so the 
men who defend the rights of property 
have most to fear from the wrongdoers 
of great wealth, and the men who are 
championing popular rights have most 
to fear from the demagogues who In the 
name of popular rights would do wrong 
to and oppress honest business men, 
honest men of wealth; for the success of 
either ty p e of wrongdoer necessarily in­ 
vites a violent reaction against the cause 
the wrongdoer nominally upholds. 
Need of Centralization, , 
The 
proposal 
to 
make 
the 
na­ 
tional government supreme over, 
and 
therefore to give it complete control over, 
the railroads and other Instruments of 
interstate commerce is merely a propos­ 
al to carry out to the letter one of the 
prime purposes, if not the prime purpose, 
for which the constitution was founded. 
It does not represent centralization. 
It 
represents merely the acknowledgment 
of the patent fact that centralization has 
already come In business. 
If this irre­ 
sponsible outside business power is to be 
controlled tn the interest of the general 
public it can only be controlled in one 
way; by giving adequate power of con 
trol to the one sovereignty capable of ex 
erclslng such power—the national govern­ 
ment. To abandon the effort for national 
control means to abandon the effort for 
all adequate control and yet to render like 
1y continual hursts of action by state leg 
Islatures, which cannot achieve the pur 
pose sought for. but which can do I 
great deal of damage to the corporation 
without conferring any real benefit on 
the public. 
There should be regulation by the na­ 
tional government of the great Interstate 
corporations, including a simple method 
of account keeping, publicity, supervision 
of the Issue of securities, abolition of 
rebates and of special privileges. 
There 
should be short-time franchises for all 
c o r p o r a t i o n s engaged in public business; 
In hiding the corporations 
which 
get 
power from water rights. 
There should 
he national as well as state guardianship 
of mines and forests. Th* Jebor legisla­ 
tion hereinafter referred to should con­ 
currently be enacted Into law. 
To accomplish this, means a certain in­ 
crease in the use of—not the creation of 
power, by the central government. The 
power already exists; it docs not have 
to be created; 
the 
only 
question 
is 
whether it shall be us. d or left idle— 
and meanwhile 
the corporations 
over 
which the power ought to be exercised 
will not remain idle. The danger to Amer­ 
ican democracy lies not in the least in the 
concentration of administrative power in 
responsible and accountable hands. 
It 
lies in having the power Insufficiently 
concentrated, so that no one can be held 
responsible to the people for Its use. 
Concent: ated power is palpable, visible, 
responsible, easily reached, quickly held 
to 
account. 
Democracy 
is 
in 
peril 
wherever 
the 
administration 
of 
po­ 
litical 
power 
is 
scattered 
among 
a 
variety 
of 
men 
who 
work 
in 
secret, whose 
very 
names 
are 
un 
known to the common people. 
It i3 not 
in peril from any man who derives au­ 
thority from the people, who exercises 
it in sight of the people, and who is 
from time to time compelled to give an 
account of Its exercise to the people. 


Legislation for W ageworker. 
There are many m atters afTectlng labor 
and the status 
of the wageworker 
to 
which I should like to draw your atten­ 
tion. but an exhaustive discussion of the 
problem In all its aspects is not now nec 
essary. 
I 
believe 
in 
a 
steady 
ef­ 
fort, 
or 
perhaps 
It 
would be more 
accurate 
ty 
say 
In 
steady 
efforts 
in many different directions, to bring 
about a condition of affairs under which 
the men who work with hand or with 
brain, the laborers, the superintendents, 
the men who produce the market and the 
men who find a m arket for the articles 
produced, shall own a far greater share 
than at present of the wealth they pro­ 
duce, and be enabled to Invest it in the 
tools and instruments by which all work 
Is carried on. As far as possible I hope 
to see a frank recognition of the advan­ 
tages conferred by machinery, organiza­ 
tion and division of labor, accompanied 
by an effort to bring about a larger share 
In the ownership by wage-worker of rail­ 
way, mill and factory. 
Postal Savings banks will m ako 
it 
easy for the poorest to keep their sav­ 
ings in absolute safety. The regulation 
of the national highw ays m ust be such 
that they shall serve all people w ith 
equal justice. 
C orporate finances m ust 
be supervised so as to m ake it far safer 
th an at present for the man of sm all 
means to invest his money in 
stocks. 
There m ust be prohibition of child la­ 
bor, u-.rrrinution of women labor, sh o rt­ 
ening of hours of all m echanical labor; 
stock w atering should 
be prohibited, 
and stock gam bling so far as is possi­ 
ble discouraged. 
There 
should be 
a 
progressive Inheritance tax 
on 
large 
fortunes. 
Industrial education should 
be encouraged. 
As far as possible we 
should lighten the burden of taxation 
on the sm all man. 
We should put a 
premium upon thrift, hard work, and 
business energy; 
but these 
qualities 
cease to be the m ain factors In accu­ 
m ulating a fortune long before th at j 
fortune reaches a point where It would 
be seriously affected 
by any 
inheri- 
tonce tax such as I propose. It is emi- 
ncntly right th a t the nation should tlx 
the term s upon which 
the 
g reat for­ 
tunes are inherited. 
They 
rarely 
do 
good and they oft< n do harm to those 
who inherit them in their entirety. 
There should no longer he any palter- 
lng with the question of tak in g care of 
the w agew orkers who, under our pres­ 
ent industrial 
system , become 
killed, 
crippled, or w orn out as part of the 
regular 
incidents 
of 
a 
Kiven busi­ 
ness. 
As 
far 
as 
concerns 
those 
who have been worn out, I call your 
attention 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
definite 
steps tow ard providing old-age 
pen­ 
sions have been taken in m any of our 
private Industries. 
These m ay be In­ 
definitely extended through voluntary 
association and contributory scheme* 
through 
the 
agency 
of 
savings
